REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
First of all, the Japanese document 200-057210 filed with the IDS, on June 07. 2001 . was not considered bv the Examiner 
because a proper translation was not submitted. The computer translation provided on the Japanese website is not accurate 
and contains a lot of improprieties. Hence, the document was not accepted. However, the PCT Application WO 00/39657 was 
initialed and considered bv the Examiner. Second of all, the new Office Action is a direct response to the Applicant's 
amendments to the claimed invention. Indeed, a well-known disclosure ("Official Notice") can be used for the first time in a Final 
Office Action if the amendments to the claims necessitate a new ground of rejection and the Examiner has provided references 
in support of the well-known disclosure. Here, the Examiner has cited the Golden's Patent (IDS) and the Lemon's reference, 
briefly described in the conclusion section (see page 13 of the Applicant's arguments). Moreover, it appears here that the 
Applicant is of the opinion that a well-known disclosure cannot be used for the first time in a Final Office Action even if it is 
triggered bv the amendments to the claimed invention. If this were true, then the scope of prior art available to professionals in 
the art would have been limited. Hence, the Examiner's Action is deemed proper and the Applicant's remarks are not 
persuasive. Furthermore, on page 15. the Applicant's remarks are based on inherency in the Buss's reference. Nevertheless, 
arguments associated with inherency usually pertain to a 102 Rejection instead of a 103 Rejection as featured in the last Office 
Action. 
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
